I nteriors with midnight shades, cobalt 
blues and peacock hues have come to 
the fore. This sophisticated scheme is 
elegant and refined, and the perfect backdrop 
for the festive season. Forget the adage ‘blue 
and green should never be seen’ and try ‘green 
and blue, I love you’! Comprising shades of 
navy, vivid turquoise and teal, this rich wintry 
colour palette provides interiors with an air of 
indulgence and grandeur as well as creating 
a cosy and intimate space, ideal for hosting 
festive dinner parties around a candlelit table. 

As we move closer to 2020, it’s interesting 
to see designers rediscovering the 1920s 
and 1930s and listen to historians drawing 
parallels between the interwar era and today’s 
world.

POINSETTIA 


This festive favourite is 
a lovely way of adding 
colour to your table. 

The poinsettia comes 
from Central America 
and is named after Joel 
Roberts Poinsett, the first 
US ambassador to Mexico, 
who was a keen botantist.

If you’ve ever 
wondered what makes 
this plant turn red, you’re 


not alone. Its leaves 
respond to levels of light 
and a lack of light turns 
the leaves from green 
to red. Look after your 
poinsettia by making 
sure it has enough light 
and water and is at a 
comfortable temperature. 
When in full bloom the 
plant is happiest in semi- 
cool humid locations in 
bright, indirect light with 
plenty of moisture, so we 
can see why it can take 
some effort to nurture in 
the British climate.

This year seems to have disappeared in the 
blink of an eye for me. But, although the end of 
the year is drawing closer, the cyclical nature of 
gardening means there’s plenty to look forward 
to and plan for. Even in the quieter periods of 
winter, your plot can be demanding - hardy 
root vegetables can be harvested, robust 
brassicas will need protecting from hungry 
pigeons and fruit trees and bushes are awaiting 
an annual trim. 

One of my key jobs this month is planting 
garlic bulbs. It is said that garlic should be 
planted on the shortest day of the year and 
harvested on the longest and, while you can 
sometimes get away with starting as late as 
February, I’ve always found my harvests 


are better if I put them in the ground in late 
December. This is because garlic needs 
a period of cold in order to form split cloves, 
rather than one small bulb. While the little bulbs 
produced from late plantings are perfectly 
edible and full of the distinctive flavour, their 
size can be disappointing if you were expecting 
a much bigger harvest. 

Garlic to grow should be bought from 
a reputable supplier - you can’t just plant shop- 
bought types as the chances are they are used 
to different growing conditions and won’t thrive 
in our climate. Break the supplied bulbs into 
individual cloves and place these in the ground 
just below the soil surface, 15cm apart, in rows 
30cm apart.

OUTDOOR IDEAS Eat your greens 


The queen hee of the British gardening scene shares her winning 
ways with Christmas crops and has a fantastic saving for you too

I t’s good to plan a smattering of home- 
grown crops to have with your meals 
over Christmas and if you get started 
now, there’s still time. Pea tips seem 
surprisingly oblivious to the time of year, and 
will germinate perfectly happily this month, 
even though it feels life is a challenge for 
most things living outside. 

If you have a sunny window-ledge, 
a porch, cold frame or greenhouse, sow 
yourself a couple of crates of special pea tip 
varieties such as Serge or select any of the 
mangetouts or sugarsnap types. These are 
quick growing and prolific at any time of 
year. Sown now, into 15cm depth of moist 
compost, they’ll germinate in a couple of 
weeks with a bit of warmth to help them 
along the way and will be ready to harvest 
once they’re 15cm tall in another couple of 
weeks time. Just pinch out the top of each 
plant and eat them, water them well after 
harvest to encourage regrowth and you can 
enjoy another harvest two weeks later. 


I use pea tips scattered over warming 
risottos at this time of year, adding them right 
at the end so they get no cooking. Then they 
remain springy, crunchy and delicious, either 
roughly chopped or added whole. They’re 
also excellent in salad. 

Radishes are another good home-grown 
treat to add to your Christmas menus. I love 
them served as a canape with an anchovy 
mayonnaise. Remove the outer leaves, but 
leave the foliage heart intact as a ready-made 
eating handle so that they can be dipped whole 
in the mayo and eaten in one bite. For the 
anchovy mayonnaise, put one whole egg and 
one egg yolk in a food processor or bowl and 
mix them with one garlic, six anchovy fillets, 

Vi teaspoon English mustard powder, salt and 
pepper. When the mixture is smooth, add 
275ml sunflower oil (or one part olive oil to two 
parts sunflower oil) in a stream while blending 
continuously, until the oil emulsifies and malces 
a thick and smooth mayonnaise. Finally, stir in 
two tablespoons of lemon juice (to taste). 


Go for a few microgreens now, too, 
sowing a pack of beetroot seeds into 
shallow compost or just a moistened triple 
layer of paper towel. You can then eat the 
sprouted seeds as they emerge, or allow 
them to grow on for a couple of weeks 
and slice off all the baby leaves. 1 love 
eating beetroot like this and it’s hugely 
nutritious. Also try mini kale seedlings, 
sown, grown and eaten in the same way. 1 
find the whole idea of microgreens slightly 
tricky and wasteful at other times of year, 
but at Christmas we’re all due something 
exceptional and it’s all the better if it’s 
marvellously good for you, like these!

■ here is nothing artificial about any of Josephine 

I Ryan’s Christmas decorations. She is as adamant 

about hating silk flowers and falce fir garlands as she 
is passionate about picking fresh mistletoe and berries from 
hedgerows and laying her Christmas table with old linen and 
antique silver. “I like to introduce colour in a natural way. For 
instance, each place setting is decorated with a silver bowl of 
cranberries with a tea-light stuck in the middle/’ she says. 

Josephine’s style is starkly defined by her likes and 
dislikes, particularly that of French and Swedish interiors - as 
with her take on Christmas decorating. She likes plain natural 
fabrics such as linen and silk, but not too much pattern or 
chintz. “I prefer aluminium antique zinc flower buckets or 
glass vases to plain white china. 1 prefer a real fur throw to 
a cushion any day. Fur is comfortable and lush. When I was 
young, I was an ardent vegetarian but now I am older, 1 am 
less emphatic. But 1 still consider myself to be a purist, but 
what is a purist? We all have different definitions. 1 prefer 


a pared-back Scandinavian look, and a bit of faded French 
grandeur, but nothing too twee. But some people might 
consider my house cluttered. We all have our own opinions,” 
she says. 

Christmas for Josephine is all about entertaining family 
and friends and everybody potters around in their dressing 
gowns if they feel like it. Christmas morning is spent 
chatting, playing carols, children opening presents, while the 
grown-ups enjoy champagne and smoked salmon blinis for 
breakfast. Later on, everyone enjoys playing board games and 
tucking into chocolate rugulas from Baker & Spice. 

These family moments and relationships are important to 
Josephine. Her family gave her a love of antiques and 
a passion for buying unique items from around the world. 

“1 was brought up in Ireland and my parents were both 
avid collectors so I was bound to follow their lead. A love of 
antiques is in my DNA,” she says. Josephine, who owns her

to her childhood. “I grew up with antique pieces all around 
me so I grew to love that distressed, battered look of simple 
rustic furniture used by peasants and farm workers in ages 
gone past. My friends say I live in another century,” she 
laughs with a glint in her eye. 

HUNTER GATHERER 

If you are trying to track down something like her Edwardian 
fruit picker ladder at a country antiques fair, be warned if 
Josephine is on the hunt. The chances are she will have got 
there first because she already spotted its potential to hang 
her Christmas cards on. Though you could ask to buy it from 
her via her antique shop! 

Josephine bought her first antique in Portobello Road 
and paid for it in installments. “I always believe in buying 
something you like even if you can’t afford it! You just have to 
have the imagination and staying power to believe that if you 
like something enough, then someone else will want to buy it 
from you in the future,” she says. 

Staying power was an obvious prerequisite to 
transforming her double-fronted Victorian villa without 
central heating, which Josephine bought 18 years ago. It was 
a challenge full of promise, which Josephine could not resist. 

“It has country house portions, with lovely light, and 
almost square rooms. The house had been previously 
owned by a builder, so it was structurally sound, but he had 
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modernised too much. He’d replaced the beautiful Victorian 
sash windows with aluminium ones and had removed 
a lot of the original features, like the old fireplaces. And the 
bathrooms were cheap. I wanted to restore it all to its original 
period charm,” she says. 

Josephine remembers the early days of knocking down 
the walls between the kitchen and dining room when she 
was pregnant with her son. She restored the windows and 
fireplaces, laid new limestone tiles in the hall and removed 
a mish-mash of coloured carpets to paint the floorboards 
a bare white. The walls were then painted in different shades 
of classic French grey. 

RESTORATION DRAMA 

“In those days I would buy something for the house, run out 
of money and decide I needed to sell it! So the rooms were 
constantly being altered. My first batch of antique furniture 
sold out at the Newark Antiques Fair and instead of spending 
my profits sensibly to pay bills, I promptly bought 
a whole new lot of furniture,” she admits. Now that Josephine 
has taken to writing books and styling other people’s homes, 
the contents of her house have stabilised. “I have stopped 
buying new things,” she says, “not that 1 ever bought anything 
much ‘new’ except lamps and candles from Ikea.” Inevitably 
as her children have grown up, the house has grown up too. It 
is more established and moulded to her personality. 



Q I SHORTCUTS TO A 
O I SCANDI-STYLE CHRISTMAS 

■ To display Christmas cards, antique ladders make 
fun, effective stands like Josephine’s, or hang them 
over rustic twine suspended from just two hooks in 
wall alcoves. Either way, rustic materials are key, go 
for lots of wood, pine cones and twigs - even if they 
are painted white. 

■ Try cutting off the lower branches from your 
Christmas tree for extra greenery to use in 
decorations and wreaths. Josephine displays the cut 
branches on top of high shelves. 

■ Use soft lighting from fairy lights and candles to 
create a charming glow. Place mirrored mats on 
tables below candles so they double the impact of 
candlelight and reflect sparkle for a gorgeous effect.

W hen it comes to hunting for your dream home, 
finding a property that fits all the criteria can be 
a challenging and tricky process.

whatever room wasn’t being worked on at the time. “We got 
used to shuffling our things around from one part of the house 
to another,” laughs Carole. 

As the daughter of a carpenter and joiner, Carole was more 
than used to sharing her space with sawdust and pots of paint. 
She had no desire to pursue interior design as a career, but as 
she grew up, she developed a keen interest in building and 
decorating. “1 learnt a lot from my father; he was meticulous 
about workmanship and not one to cut corners. One of his 
pet hates was to see the pine or poor quality wood which the 
Victorians used for doors and furniture, stripped of paint. It 
opened my eyes to the magic of paint and I’ve been painting 
ever since,” she recalls. 

HEART OF THE HOME 

Carole’s insight into the world of building set her in good stead 
for project managing the refurbishment with John. “We knew 
there was a problem with damp that needed resolving and 
the ground floor was dug out so we could install underfloor 
heating. All the services were ripped out and replaced and 
we had the walls re-plastered after removing the existing 
Artex,” says Carole. Some of the interior walls were exposed 
stone, but Carole preferred a brighter, open feel. “1 find stone 
oppressive and dark - it malces me feel as though I’m living 
in a cave,” she says, adding, “1 think rooms that are full of 
reflected light much more comfortable.” 

In order to maximise the space in the house and represent 
the famous Cotswold stone in their interiors Carole chose 
a palette of pale creams and off- whites. “Even painting the 


window frames a lighter colour makes a huge difference to 
a room and creates a feeling of continuity,” she says. Carole 
uses a stunning selection of cushions and throws to adjust the 
style of her rooms throughout the year, matching the seasonal 
changes. “It’s easy when the scheme is neutral,” she explains. 
“In the winter, 1 use warm colours in wool and in the summer 
I’ll go for pale stripes or checked linens.”

M hristmas is my favourite time of year,” says Liz 

^ Langley. “I get the trees on the first weekend of 
December and decorate as soon as I can. I love 
natural decorations so I go outside and get my foliage from 
the hedgerows and holly from the bushes and use it to 
make wreaths. I really enjoy being creative - 1 love the 
detail of it all.” 

The rural surroundings are perfect for gathering greenery 
and the idyllic setting first attracted Liz and Jonny to their 
farmhouse in Berkshire. “We loved its location and felt it was 
right for us all, plus it had space for people to stay,” she says. 
“We completely fell in love with the house as we liked the 
way it rambled on. As the kitchen is at the heart of the house, 
it is very sociable. We wanted open fires, interesting rooms 
and character and it has those in abundance.” 

FAMILY FORTUNES 

Liz and her partner Jonny Fuller, the director and co-founder 
of the software firm Centrix, live here with their four 
children, Toby, 16, George, 14, Harriet, 14, and Charlie, 12, and 
Bertie the golden doodle. The building dates from the 17th 
century, has an 18th century extension and later additions. 

Major renovations were required, however. “Initially we 
were rather overwhelmed by it all, but we could imagine it 
working. We looked on it as a long-term project,” says Liz. 
The family lived in the house for six months before work 
commenced so they could get a feel for how they wanted it 
to look. 

First, the house was rewired and a new heating system 
put in. New floors were laid and the kitchen, which originally 
was two rooms, was knocked through and handmade units 
installed by a local carpenter. The table and chairs are from 
OKA and the soft fabrics are from Vanessa Arbuthnott, 
with flooring by Classical Flagstone. Liz maximised light 
in the room by painting the beams a pale shade (Hay by 
Farrow & Ball) and using neutral tones. The bathrooms were 
also replaced and the whole six-bedroomed house was 
completely redecorated. 

Liz’s main priority was for the property to be 
comfortable. “I wanted people to feel that they could put up 
their feet and read the paper. I didn’t want the house to look 


too pristine. I used warm colours and linens - it’s a classic 
look and very welcoming and comfortable. It’d describe it as 
a mix of country style with French influences.” 

In the dining room an elegant table setting is created 
with crisp white tablecloths and fresh flowers. Liz made 
the tablecloths and linen full-length undercloth in an Ian 
Sanderson fabric and also made her own curtains from a 
Romo fabric. The walls are painted in New White by Farrow 
& Ball and Liz bought some charming place name baubles 
from Sia to grace her table for parties. 

The living areas are gorgeously snug and cosy. There’s 
a garden room which has an oversized sofa and fur throws 
add to its sumptuous feel. The wicker chairs and driftwood

T ucked away down a winding lane in the Cotswold 
village of Kingham on a December morning is 
a hidden gem. A charming 18th century cottage, 
blanketed in snow with a wreath on the door, fairy lights 
twinkling, with a Jack Russell terrier curled up in front of the 
fire, could be the front of a Christmas card. 

This is home to Alex Longmore and her dog Charlie 
Mouse. Somehow it feels as if the duo could have been 
here forever, as every surface covered in Alex’s homemade 
decorations, handpainted Christmas cards, and one-off 
works of art. “We haven’t yet been here a year,” Alex 
confides, “and sadly we don’t even own it. I’ve been renting 
it since April.” 

When Julia Murnighan decided to rent out her cottage, 
she trusted her instincts and renovated and decorated the 


house in English country style with some French vintage 
and rustic Scandinavian thrown in. “Neutral seemed so 
impersonal,” she says. “Besides, I didn’t want just anybody to 
rent my beloved cottage, I was after the perfect tenant.” 

GREAT TIMING 

Luckily for Julia, Alex was in the village viewing cottages the 
morning that Julia rang her agent to say her property would 
soon be ready. Julia was in her overalls, making finishing 
touches to the paintwork, dustsheets were everywhere and 
furniture was piled into the middle of the rooms to avoid 
wet paint. “The dream cottage wasn’t looking particularly 
dreamy,” recalls Julia, who owns The Old Pill Factory 
(theoldpillfactory.com), “but on a whim I said Alex could 
come and have a look.”

“I barely noticed the decorating chaos,” recalls Alex 
Longmore, a fashion stylist. One look at the light-filled sitting 
room, with its inglenook fireplace, exposed stonework 
and original beams had her longing to see the rest. Her 
excitement grew as she discovered a perfect country kitchen 
in miniature, next door - with Shaker-style units, a butler’s 
sink and scrubbed farmhouse table, and upstairs two cottage 
bedrooms snuggled under the eaves complete with wooden 
panelling and original mantelpieces. 

To Julia’s astonishment, Alex, five minutes after arriving, 
announced that this cottage was 'the one’. Julia recognised 
a fellow home lover, and was prepared to overlook the 
disarray and see the house’s charm and the two sat down on 
the dust-sheeted sofa to discuss the cottage’s history. 

Julia had been attracted to Kingham, because it seemed 
the perfect rental location. It is a charming Cotswold village, 
set around a large village green, with two great pubs, 
a school, a village shop and a mainline station running 


regular trains to London. Alex, spends much of her time in 
London and had always longed for a bolt-hole for weekends 
and holidays. 

When Julia had bought the cottage in 2008, its last 
overhaul had been in 1973 and its plumbing and electrics ran 
visibly around the walls. It had a melamine kitchen, vinyl 
floors, PVC windows and an avocado bathroom.

CREATIVE THINKING 

During the months that followed, Julia set to work. After 
taking out the old kitchen and bathroom and removing jaded 
carpets and vinyl floor coverings throughout the house, she 
discovered clipboard flooring had been laid beneath. There 
were no voids in it which explained why the pipes and wires 
ran unhidden around the walls. “We had to be creative with 
the plumbing and electrics,” Julia says. She installed a new 
boiler in the corner of the kitchen and ran its pipes up behind 
plasterboard to the bedrooms upstairs.

invisible. She took out the 1970s fiat panelled doors and 
replaced them with ledge and brace doors, and had timber 
framed windows installed, in keeping with the cottage’s age. 

KITCHEN CHIC 

Julia’s next task was putting in a new kitchen and she 


sells in her shop waited until the sales were on before hitting Homebase. She 


chose slate tiles which she installed herself and a Shaker- 


style cream kitchen, complete with all appliances “except a 
dishwasher which I convinced them to throw in for free!” 


The sitting room came next. Again Julia waited for a special 
offer before settling on engineered oak floorboards, which 
she laid herself. She painted the beams in pale cream to raise 
the ceiling height and had a period-style fireplace reinstated 
to bring the room back to its former glory. 


Upstairs Julia went for a neutral space-saving bathroom, 
moving the bath from beneath the window to incorporate an 
overhead shower. The bedrooms, with their stooped ceilings, 
dormer windows and new tongue and groove panelling 
were already full of character, but Julia added a small 
original pine mantelpiece to the false chimney breast left 
over from the previous boiler, which embellishes the master 
bedroom perfectly. 

The rest was merely cosmetic - the painting, decorating 
and furnishing stage, about the time that Alex first set foot 
inside the house, and fell in love with it. Its unique charm 
today is down to the skill and creativity of both owner and 
tenant. It’s an eclectic mixture of original antique pieces 
from Julia’s shop and Alex’s lifetime passion for creating or 
collecting beautiful ornaments, works of art and accessories. 


EXPERT ADVICE 


The combination of Julia’s gut instinct and Alex’s flair for 
design really make the cottage a special place to be 

"When renovating a period property that has been stripped of 
its original features, take time to research similar local properties 
to discover what is missing. You then have guidelines as to how 
to renovate your property to bring back its character and reflect 
its age. Likewise when choosing builders and craftsmen, make 
sure they have a good knowledge of period and local properties, 
as work on older homes requires different techniques from more 
modern homes. When decorating smaller properties use pale 
colours and mirrors to keep the space feeling light and airy. Also 
mirrors, glass and sparkly objects throw light around and add to the 
feeling of brightness. Keep large furniture neutral, so that you don't 
end up with conspicuous blocks of darkness," says Julia.

FESTIVAL OF LIGHT 

Jessica Panton discovers the National Trust's 
illuminating plans for Waddesdon Manor this winter

W ith Christmas creeping in earlier every year, 
it’s easy to celebrate the annual festivities 
in the usual way. But alongside the nativity 
plays and fairs, you can visit a unique National Trust 
property rich in history, culture and contemporary art and 
design. Come to Waddesdon Manor to experience 
a spectacular light show and some dazzling interiors. 

Located just outside Aylesbury, Waddesdon is not 
a typical English property. This late 19th century house 
was inspired by a French renaissance chateau. Its peaked 
turrets and grand neo-Gothic architecture are more 
reminiscent of Paris than the Home Counties. Built in 1877 
by Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild to display his fascinating 
art collection, you can admire 18th century French 
decorative furniture, stunning portraits and Dutch Old 

Master paintings, as well as a beautiful Victorian garden, century chandeliers as well 

renowned for its elaborate parterre and ornate aviary. as our specially designed 

Waddesdon was bequeathed to the National Trust in 1957, picture lights which were

Waddesdon still pushes the boundaries by including contemporary 
collections alongside its period interiors, including Lord Rothschild’s new 
commission of a bold chandelier by Munich-based designer, Ingo Maurer. 

The result is the chandelier Porca Miseria, a scintillating montage of broken 
porcelain, held as if in a frozen, mid-air explosion. “We’ve always believed 
that Waddesdon should reflect the interests of the Rothschild family,” explains 
Pippa. “Lord Rothschild is genuinely interested in contemporary art, being 
a collector himself.” 

Waddesdon’s annual art programme includes a two-month-long display of 
light in the house and grounds. “We wanted to build on our fascinating history,” 
says Emily Roy, curator at the manor, who is co-ordinating Christmas in the 
house and the illuminating winter schedule. “It has always been 
a technologically advanced house and we wanted to explore light art as 
a subject. 2015 is the International Year of Light and Light Technology, and we 
are celebrating our history with the theme of lights and legends.” 

This is the second year of a similar theme and will include a new light 
show on the fagade of the manor. Light and Found, designed by Patrick 
Woodruff Bassette, which runs every half hour after sunset. There are also 
large illuminated candlestick sculptures in front of the house, creating drama as 
visitors approach. “It was important to explore and enhance the landscape, so 
we introduced contemporary sculptures into the grounds, developing a trail of 
installations designed by Bruno Munro through the gardens, something which 
we hope will broaden the visitors’ experience,” says Emily. 

Inside the house, each room is decorated in a different theme and includes 
references to legends surrounding the meaning and origins of light, such as 
ancient Greek myths and Scandinavian tales of the northern lights. Emily 
says the team was also inspired by religious traditions, such as the Jewish 
celebration of Hanukkah - the festival of light, as well as the magi following 
the star to Bethlehem in Matthew’s Gospel. “As the International Year of Light 
is the UN’s theme, we wanted to look at a broad range of nations, places and 
celebrations, such as Ghinese New Year and Divali, not just Ghristmas,” 
she says. 



ART HISTORY 

Waddesdon supports Trust New Art, a collaboration between Arts Council England and the National Trust which promotes 
contemporary arts and crafts in historic properties. The aim is to inspire artists and audiences, and encourage new ways of 
looking at the work and the world.

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BOLD REMARKS 

Once the Director of the National Portrait 
Gallery and the Victoria & Albert Museum, 
historian, broadcaster and garden expert 
Sir Roy Colin Strong’s diaries are as 
entertaining as they are provocative. In 
them we meet not only members of the 
royal family but also the great and good 
of the day: David Hockney, Cecil Beaton, 
and Mrs (later Baronness) Thatcher. It is 
filled with wonderfully acerbic comments: 
17th May 1977, describing a ‘dull evening’ 
at the Royal Academy Dinner: “Jonathan 
Miller forgot to toast the health of the Royal 
Academy... HRH Anne did a defensive 
speech, a fatal mistalce, as she tried to shift 
her horsey image... Poor Mark Philips, 

HRH’s husband, sat looking dim, his hair 
thinning.” These, I might add, are some of Sir 
Roy’s less-controversial remarks. 


I n his published diaries. Something 
Sensational to Read in the Train, Gyles 
Brandreth, TV personality, former MP 
and government whip asks, “What is this 
compulsion to record one’s own life?” He 
answers his own question by admitting that 
writing his made him feel “more alive, more 
aware of what is happening,” which, I suppose, 
is as good a reason as any. His diary begins in 
1959, when Gyles was just eleven, and ends 
at the dawn of the new millennium. These 
extracts are a keenly-observed account, not 
only of his life, but of the second half of the 
20 th century. 

“A diary is seldom 
literature,” said Sir Hugh 
Casson (1910-1999), a 
distinguished architect 
who, in 1976, was created 
President of the Royal 
Academy of Arts and was 
once described as ‘Britain’s 
foremost ambassador of 
the arts’. His illustrated 
diary, with watercolour 
sketches and witty cartoons, 
combined with details of 
the people he meets and the 
places he visits, is a delight. 

His account, and drawings 
from Wednesday 12th March 1980, are a 
fascinating insight into his life: “Brief whisk 
around Japanese Exhibition at V&A. As always 
excellent, not too big, well shown, exquisite 
pottery and witty toys. Back home to change 
for dinner with Prince and Princess Michael of 
Kent at Kensington Palace.” 

Although a diary is generally written 
without the intention of publication, some - 
especially political diaries such as those of 
Sir Henry ‘Ghips’ Ghannon, Tony Benn and 
Alan Glark - were undoubtedly written for 
that very reason. James Boswell, Dr Johnson’s 
biographer, freely admitted that he kept his 
journal with mortality in mind. 

Samuel Pepys (1633-1703) is perhaps the 
most well-known diarist today. First published 


in 1825, after the code in which they 
were written was cracked, his diaries, 
along with those of fellow diarist of 
the time, John Evelyn (1620-1706), 
are considered to be among the 
most important primary sources 
for the English Restoration period. 

Both 17th-century chronicles cast 
considerable light on the art, culture 
and politics of the time with their 
accounts of the deaths of Gharles I, 
Oliver Gromwell, and the Great Plague 
and the Great Fire of London. 


EDWARDIAN 
INSIGHT 

The Country Diary 
of an Edwardian 
Lady, a facsimile of 
the naturalist Edith 
Holden’s (1871- 
1920) diary for the 
year 1906, was 
published in 1977. 

With its sepia-tinted 
pages and detailed 
illustrations of flora and fauna, 
Edith’s diary tapped into the 
nation’s psyche and its readers 
longing for a return to a bygone 
era. It was The Sunday Times bestseller of 
the 1970s and remains at No. 4 in the overall 
bestseller lists of the last 40 years. 

Another book published in 1979 prompted 
The Daily Mail headline, “Have they hit on 
another winner?” alluding to the success 
of The Country Diary. Days on Sea, Lock and 
River is a fishing diary compiled and illustrated 
by Muriel Foster between 1913 and 1928. Muriel, 
like Edith Holden, was a keen naturalist and her 
diary is a fascinating chronicle of where, when 
and with whom she fished, and the number 
of, and type of, fish caught. One illustration is 
of a determined woman in wet- weather gear, 
striding across the page in 1923, but we will 
never know for certain whether this is a self- 
portrait. I lilce to thinlc it is.

eventh Heaven specialises in the 
restoration and retail of antique beds, 
along with modern mattresses and 
luxurious bed linen. The company is based 
at Chirk Mill, a converted water mill in the 
foothills of the North Wales/Shropshire 
border. You can discover three floors 
dedicated to displaying antique beds, 20 of 
which are assembled with a selection of 
mattresses and dressed in beautiful bed linen. 
“We have a resident cat, Fergus, who spends 
the days choosing which bed to sleep on, 
and outside we have chickens, peacocks and 
ducks roaming,” says the owner Tony Butler, 
His parents started the business from 
a London market stall in 1971. “They briefly 
had a shop in Surbiton before moving to North 
Wales. In its heyday in the 1990s and early 
2000s Seventh Heaven was world-renowned 
for supplying the most fabulous selection of 
antique beds. People travelled the length of the 
UK to visit us, and even came from abroad. The 
rise of the Internet slowly changed people's 
habits but our customers included the general 
public and the rich and famous,” he recalls. 


ON THE MOVE 

He remembers travelling the country in 
a van with his parents hunting for beds as 
a youngster. “When I was a teenager going 
to France, Spain and Morocco was exciting 
and it was obvious the business was growing, 
but I vowed to go my own way. But after 
completing my degree in astrophysics from 
Edinburgh 1 decided to join the company 
for a year to help my parents manage an 
increasingly successful business. 25 years 
later I’m still here. My wife, Tracy, came on 
board 15 years ago and now with our sons and 
daughters helping in the holidays it really is 
a family business,” he says. 

Sadly the original Seventh Heaven fell 
victim to the recession in 2008. “It took us 
five years to build the company back up, and 
our proudest moment has been resurrecting 
it from the ashes. Now with a small team of 
our original, loyal employees we once again 
supply some of the best antique beds in the 
UK,” says Tony. The Butlers don’t do things by 
halves. As well as rejuvenating the business 
in a tough economy, Tony and Tracy were 


bringing up four young children and converting 
a workshop on site into a new home. 

VICTORIAN VISIONS 

In terms of design, Tony is a fan of mid- Victorian 
splendour. “I love the brass beds and cast-iron 
four posters. Some of the cast work designs are 
exquisite. Tracy prefers Art Deco pieces and the 
Art Nouveau movement,” he says, “We enjoy 
sourcing the most exquisite antique beds, and 
restoring them back to their original glory. Some 
beds appear incredibly rough when we find 
them, but we always get a lock out of imagining 
how they will look once complete. 

“When a bed is finished, dressed in our 
showroom and presented on our website 
it is almost a shame to sell it, but it is very 
rewarding to see a fabulous bed delivered to 
a new home, for a second lease of life. We are 
expanding our plans at Chirk Mill to include 
a small antiques centre and tearoom. It is really 
is a fabulous setting by the river. We are also 
increasingly selling internationally over the 
internet and it is exciting to see the business 
grow strongly once again.”

Timeless CHIC 


Susan Dickerson reveals how to update 


F ashionistas know that trends in 
kitchens come around again, just 
as they do on the catwalk. White, 
burgundy, greige and green have all had their 
moments, and it is remarkable how the look 
and feel of a certain handle can date a room. 
The trick is to work with the proportions 
of your house (and your bank account) so 
that you can create a kitchen which is both 
affordable and timeless. 

“There has been a certain blurring of the 
edges between classic and modern designs in 
country properties, with an increasing trend 
for incorporating contemporary kitchens 
into such situations,” says Steve Tough, at 
Masterclass Kitchens. “This ‘modern country’ 
style has themes that are common to both 
classic and modern designs, ensuring that it 
doesn’t look out of place in an older home, 
compared to the rest of the property. Material 


trends are certainly helping in this regard, 
with timber increasingly being incorporated 
into modern kitchens.

TAKE STOCK

more convenient oven, so don’t assume that 
your work zone is beyond help.

units and surfaces at varying heights help 
blend classic with modern successfully,” 
says Steve. 

Sometimes we’re reluctant to spend 
money on improvements if we think we 
haven’t found our forever home, but when 
you consider how hard your kitchen works 
for you and your family every day, skimping 
isn’t advisable. Make sure that you check the 
internal fittings and fixtures of drawers and 
cabinetry are up to snuff, rather than being 
seduced by pretty exteriors. Runners and 
handles get a lot of wear and tear, so you 
need to be sure they are up to the challenge. 
Have a look at the way manufacturers like 
Blum make kitchen furniture easy to live with 
(blum.com) and remember that innovations 
such as push-release doors are cascading 
down to the middle market.

ometimes it’s nice to get away from 
it all - the pressures of last-minute 
shopping, seasonal music you’ve heard 
too many times and the general Christmas 
chaos. There’s a real pleasure in coming home 
from the hustle and bustle, and the idea of 
hibernating in a snug log cabin nestled amongst 
the snow-capped firs seems very appealing. 

The architecture of these mountain homes is 
unique. Wood is the key element in the structure 
and it is also visible throughout the interiors 
with exposed beams, wall cladding and panelled 
ceilings, exposed floorboards, wooden shutters 
and, of course, logs piled high for the fire. This 
may all sound a little dark, but it creates an 
incredibly cosy and atmospheric space, and some 
chalets have high loft spaces, vaulted ceilings 
and mezzanines to lift the light. Many Nordic and 
Scandi builds feature paler wood to lighten the 
decor and use more neutral tones with blonde 
wood and wicker for a softer look. 

Though we may not all have the opportunity 


to escape to the mountains, there’s no need to 
pack your bags. You can re-create this timeless 
style in your own home with just a few clever 
techniques by adding timber and some cosy 
accessories to your abode. 

Texture is a key ingredient of a chalet’s 
interior, bringing tactile interest and a touch of 
masculinity to the rooms with brown leathers 
and dark furniture. Use all types of textural 
appeal - rough-hewn wood will add rugged 
charm together with visible grains and knotty 
pines. Consider installing decorative beams 
which can be used to encase light fittings. 
Although harder to come by now, heavy duty 
wooden railway sleepers are perfect rough- 
wood pieces to use in a fireside surround or 
as steps to adjoining rooms. For flooring and 
surfaces combine exposed textures, such as 
slate, tiled granite and stone or use extra width 
plank flooring to give a rustic look - just be 
sure to layer with hides, skins and faux furs for 
a cosy feel underfoot. Match this by dressing 


up your sofas and seating with soft throws and 
woollen blankets. 

Reflect aspects of nature by bringing the 
winter surroundings inside. Deck the halls with 
branches and antlers and use fir leaves and 
pine cones as table decorations. You can also 
introduce wood with accessories or create a 
feature wall of stacked logs. Try wooden table 
lamps or, for a talking-point, prop wooden skis 
or a rustic ladder up against the wall. 

If you want to avoid creating an overly 
twee alpine-lodge steer away from classic 
reds and gingham and aim for modern French 
greys, Arctic whites and neutral colours. For 
traditional Christmas charm hang Fair Isle 
stockings and patterned cushions to add a 
touch of Nordic appeal. 

We may not get the snowy views this 
winter, but you will bring a bit of mountain 
magic to your home with this interior design 
style. So pull up a fireside chair, pour yourself a 
glass of vin chaud and enjoy a spot of apres ski!

Trim 25 pages of sheet 
music into 9cm squares (or enough to fill the 
card base) and roll each piece into a cone, 
securing with PVA glue. 

O I Arrange the cones onto the card circle, 

Za I placing the points against the pencil 
line, and glue down securely. Cut smaller 
7cm squares of green paper in two colours 
and roll into cones, as before. Place these in a 
concentric circle over the sheet music to form 
a second layer. 

3 1 Cut leftover sheet music into circular 
I pieces. Trim each circle into a spiral and 
slot the outer end in the quilling tool. Roll the 
spiral tightly around the tool and release to 
form a rose. Secure the rolled petals with a dab 
of hot glue and fix to the centre of the wreath, 
as shown. 

4 1 Repeat on a smaller scale and attach 
I a ribbon hook for matching 
tree decorations.

Centre 
the tube onto the paper rectangle and roll inside. Secure with a piece of 
double-sided tape. 

2 1 To make securing the ends of the crackers easier, insert another 
I tube into one end, leaving a small gap between the main cracker 
tube and the other, talce a short length of string and wrap around the gap 
between the tubes and then tie the two ends in a knot, the extra tube will 
help the paper to gather evenly around the cracker, after it can 
be removed. 

O I Repeat the process on the remaining end, trim the string, then tie 
O I green ribbon bows on top. Pinch the paper ends together and trim 
with a pair of pinking shears to create a decorative finish. 

4 1 Cut a strip of white glitter paper, wrap around the centre of the 
I cracker and secure with double-sided tape. Wrap a length of twine 
around the middle, securing a small twig or cinnamon stick in place. Tie 
the remainder of the twine into a bow. Secure the wired rondel to the 
centre of the cracker, then slip a green feather underneath to finish.

2 1 Make a hole near the top with a cocktail stick; check it goes all the way 
I through as the ribbon will be threaded through later. Place the decoration on 
a balcing tray covered with baking parchment and press down gently, ensuring there 
are no raised areas that the FIMO liquid gel can seep through. 

3 1 Squeeze a small amount of FIMO liquid gel into a plastic container. Add a drop 
I of coloured ink to the gel and stir with a modelling tool until it is evenly mixed. 
Scoop up a blob of the coloured gel with a teaspoon and drop it into the middle cut out 
space of the decoration. Spread it evenly to fill the hole to a maximum of 3mm deep to 
retain the transparency of the gel. 

4 1 Malce more decorations in different shapes in the same way. Place the baking 
I tray onto the middle shelf of a pre-heated oven and balce at 110-C for 30 minutes. 
Remove from the oven and allow to cool. Use grind'n’polish sponges to smooth any 
uneven edges and tie a ribbon through the hole to complete your decoration.

Where can I go to find out more about 
building regulations for windows? 

I recommend that you contact Fensa (the 
Fenestration Self-Assessment Scheme), 
which is a non-profit organisation. Anyone 
who installs replacement windows, doors 
or roof lights must comply with current 
standards. This is to reduce energy loss in line 
with government policy. Bear in mind that 
when selling your property, your purchaser’s 
solicitors will ask for evidence that any 
replacement glazing installed since April 
2002 complies with the Building Regulations. 
There are currently two ways to prove 
compliance: a certificate showing that the 
work has been done by an installer who is 
registered with Fensa or a similar body, or 
a certificate from the local authority building 
control stating that the work has been 
approved under the Building Regulations.

Please can you give me some tips 
on buying front door furniture? 

Try to choose ironmongery in a finish 
that complements the colour of your 
front door, as well as the overall exterior style 
of your home. Co-ordinate the elements as 
much as possible, including smaller items 
such as door knockers (like the lion pictured), 
bells, key escutcheons and numbers. Plated 
finishes, such as chrome or nickel, are often 
more durable than brass when fitted outside. 
Don’t forget security. A front door should have 
at least one (ideally two) insurance-approved 
locks fitted to it. Most commonly, this would 
be a five lever deadlock conforming to British 
Standard BS3621. Fitting a spy hole and door 
chain/limiter is also a good idea. Letter plates 
come in many shapes and sizes. Try not to go 
too small as the postman may have to force 
larger items of mail through it. Too large and 
you have more of a security risk.

LEMON AID 

“Cut a lemon in half, remove the seeds and 
then sprinkle a little household salt on to a 
board and dip the cut side of the lemon into the 
salt. Then gently rub your brass surface with 
the cut face of the lemon (you may need to dip 
back into the salt occasionally), then wash or 
wipe with warm soapy water before wiping 
dry with a clean dry cloth. You could try using 
ketchup or Worcestershire sauce too. Use a 
clean, damp cloth, to gently cover the brass 
with the sauce and leave for about a minute, 
then use another clean cloth to wipe it off. 
Again wash the brass with warm soapy water 
and then dry with a soft clean cloth. This will 
give you a good result but it’s not as effective 
as lemon and salt. If you’d rather buy a product 
off the shelf, then try a recognised metal polish 
such as Brasso and follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions,” says Jayne. 

When your brass has been cleaned and 
is dry, Jayne recommends protecting it with 
a beeswax furniture polish spray. “Use just a 
light spray and wipe off any excess,” she says. 
“This will leave a thin coat of beeswax on 
your brass and will extend the time between 
cleaning. Most modern brass hardware is 
lacquered to eliminate tarnishing, but in time 
the lacquer is prone to peeling and blistering. 
The life of the lacquer can also be affected 
by sea air, industrial pollution and high use. 
Regular cleaning with warm, soapy water and 
an occasional application of a good wax polish 
will help to protect it. When the lacquer does 
start to break down we recommend that you 
remove it with acetone or paint stripper and 
then care for it as unlacquered brass.” Discover 
more at theperiodironmonger.co.uk or call 
Jayne and the team on 01630 647 748 . 


Make sure your door furniture 
is dazzling this season 


A s we invite friends and family into 
our older properties this year do 
malce sure that every aspect of 
your home is welcoming, down to your door 
furniture. Caring for brass door furniture 
properly is a key part of this, so we asked our 
friend Jayne Elsbury at The Period Ironmonger 
for advice. “We really don’t like lacquering 
brass and prefer to see door furniture build up 
a mature patina over its lifetime. But we do like 
clean hardware. Never use anything abrasive 
on your brass such as wire wool or a scouring 
pad; it will leave marks. 


“The first thing you need to do is clean 
your brass with warm, soapy water and a soft 
nailbrush to remove the dirt and grime. Dry it 
off with a lint-free cloth and you’ll see straight 
away what we mean about patina. The surface 
exposed to cleaning will be shiny whereas 
the crevasses will be slightly darker giving an 
aged appearance. Over time cleaning like this 
will give your hardware a mature, mellow 
appearance. There are various natural and 
household products that are quite effective 
when cleaning any stubborn stains and grime 
on brass.

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Size matters 

What size stove do I need to heat my 
living room? 

As a rough guide, IkW of heat will be sufficient 
for 14 cubic metres. For example: a room 
which measures 4.5m x 5m x 2.2m = 49.5 cubic 
metres. Then we divide 49.5 cubic metres by 
14 = 3.5kW. So this particular room would need 
3.5kW of heat to warm it, assuming there is no 
other heating and it is relatively draught free 
and well-insulated. Our stoves have been tested 
independently to EN 13240, the latest European 
standard. They scored an 82% efficiency rating, 
when burning wood. An efficiency rating 
measures how much of the wood’s energy is 
converted into heat by the stove. An open fire is 
typically between 20-30% efficient so it requires 
three times as much fuel as a Chilli Penguin 
stove to release the same amount of heat into 
your room.

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Just my type 

Does the type of chimney I have determine the fireplace I buy? 

In a nutshell, yes. Older houses (those built pre-1960) generally have Class I chimneys which are larger 
and can accommodate most types of fireplaces. However, you must ensure the internal condition is 
checked as sometimes it can deteriorate and may have to be lined. Newer houses can contain a variety of 
chimney systems, or possibly none at all.

Our property expert advises how we can keep 
heat in and make our old houses eco-friendly

aving owned old 
houses for many 
years, one thing I am 
always conscious of 
is the cold, condensation and 
damp that often comes with 
them, especially during the winter. 

I think the character of period properties 
outweighs the problems, and a good set of 
thermals and a fully qualified RICs surveyor 
(who is a specialist in damp) have always 
got me by! 1 have been lucky that every 
time I have moved home there has been 
good government support for things like loft 
insulation. One poor guy insulated the roofs in 
my current home for just £80 on a summer’s 
day when it was 30 degrees outside. I felt for 
him as he was working on a four-bedroomed 
farmhouse and converted barn. 

I wish I’d made sure our external walls, 
such as the ones in our en-suite, were 
insulated before tiling. As I have a stone 
property, there’s no cavity walls for us. The 
ens-suite gets very cold and the radiator tends 
to struggle to keep it warm. It’s the same for 


the bathroom and my office, so when I come 
to re-decorate this is on my list of to-dos. 

With heating bills inevitably going up, and 
a desire to make sure I do my bit to support 
the planet, I think that a lot more can, and 
should, be done to help make houses more 
eco-friendly. Its worth noting that anyone 
letting an old property that isn’t listed will 
need to make sure the Energy Performance 
Certificate has a rating of 'E’ or above to legally 
let it from 2018. 

It’s vital to take professional advice on 
what would work for you, your family, or your 
tenants and your property. I hear many stories 
of people that have insulated their home based 
on all the recommendations, only to end up 
with huge condensation problems. 

I’ve seen beautiful old homes with sagging 
roofs thanks to a rather enthusiastic solar 
panel sales person. Roofs can become unstable 
as the panels are so heavy. They often look 
horrible and can cause serious damage if a 
surveyor hasn’t checked the load that the roof 
can manage. So before you call in any eco 
sales people, check independent sources such 


as the Energy Savings Trust website, and then 
if you can, visit somewhere like the National 
Self Build and Renovation Centre in Swindon 
for expert one-to-one advice, all of which is 
independent and mostly free of charge. 

But it’s not just about saving heat. There is 
lots to be done to save water. This can easily 
be done through good guttering and linking 
into water butts so you can use 'recycled rain’ 
to water plants. Water is a precious resource 
so anything you can do such as replacing loos 
with eco-friendly flushes and reducing your 
usage, will be a bonus. Do investigate water 
meters. We have saved a fortune moving to a 
pay-as-you-go system, but we don’t have kids 
and we are away a lot, so make sure you do 
research before switching! It’s not so easy to 
change back. 

And finally, a question I get asked regularly 
is will investment in an eco-friendly home add 
value? The jury so far is still out on this, so 
my view would be don’t do it to add value but 
build it in when you are carrying out works 
or make sure that anything you buy has a 
reasonable payback period.
